The outstanding Official Action notes a raw sequence listing error in the definition of 
Xaa. Applicants have corrected the error identified on page 1 of the Raw Sequence 
Listing Error Report and submit herewith the corrected Sequence Listing paper, 
corresponding CRF and required Statement as required. Please enter the CRF, 
Statement and printed Sequence Listing in the file of this application. 

More particularly, the formula in the sequence listing at line 42 is 
NH2C(CHCH3)COOH which has been objected to as improper. In a telephone 
conversation with Mr. Spencer of the USPTO, Mr. Spencer suggested that this should 
be amended to "any natural occurring amino acid" which would be acceptable for a 
compliant computer readable form. This is the correction contained on the submitted 
CRF and sequence listing.
